REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is the inclusion of the limitation of air cooling the outer surface of 
the glass crucible while performing arc heating. It would not be obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the typical water cooling of a mold for forming glass 
crucible with air cooling, as the prior art is concerted with the formation of bubbles in the 
crucible while fusing or refusing the crucible.
